Labor Federation Resets 
Thursday's Planne d 
Walkout for Monday, 6 
Days Before Election,

ROME, April 6 (UP) — The 
Communist-led Confederation of 
Labor today ordered a one-hour 
general strike throughout Italy on 
April 12, six days before the par- 
Hamentary élections. The con- 
federation’s executive committee 
reset the token work stoppage for 
next Monday after first canceling 
plans for it Thursday. 

The stoppage was called osten- 
sibly as a protest against the al- 
leged murder of Communist lead- 
ers in Sicily during the heated 
election campaign. Actually it 
would come as a show of Com- 
munist strength in the last phase 
of the electioneering. The con- 
federation represents 6,000,000 
workers. 

The 21-man executive commit- 
tee, dominated by 18 Communists, 
unanimously voted for the work 
stoppage from 10 to 11 a.m, Mon- 
day. The right-wing Socialist 
and Christian Democrat minority 
disagreed on how complete the 
shutdown should be. 

The Communists voted for shut- 
ting down even public services, 
except trains and the most essen- 
tial sanitary and fire prevention 
services. The minority tried un- 
successfully to exclude the public 
services. It also voted unsuccess- 
fully against a resolution to issue 
a nationwide manifesto tonight 
protesting against the violence in 
Sicily. 

Some observers said the strike 
call might result in a split of the 
confederation, many of whose 
members are non-Communists. 

Meanwhile, Premier Aleide de 
Gasperi scheduled a special ses- 
sion of the Cabinet tomorrow to 
approve security measures against 
any effort at a Communist coup 
before the elections. The call fol- 
lowed a charge by Interior Min- 
ister Mario Scelba in a campaign 
speech that the Communists were 
planning to try to selze control of 
the government as they did in 
Czechoslovakia. 

Scelba, speaking before a meet- 
ing of 2500 in Milan last night said

It is 
normal for states to vote for 
their favorite sons and Dewey 
might be able to force a smile 
if MacArthur wins, But if Stas- 
sen from Minnesota wins-—that 
will be no laughing matter.

Scientists Do Some ‘Sea F arming’ 


To Make Fish Grow 3 Times Faster

EDINBURGH, Scotland, April 
6—After six years of experiments, 


Edinburgh University scientists 
announce they are developing a 
kind of “sea farming” that may 
revolutionize the fishing industry. 
Using nitrates and phosphates, 
they have devised a formula for 
making fish grow three to four 
or more times as fast as they do 
-inarily. 
The nitrates and phosphates are 
dumped into the water, where- 
upon microscopic plant life be- 
gin: to grow feverishly. The plant 
life is devoured by minute or- 
ganisms which, in turn, are gob- 
bled up by tiny fish; and finally 
the big fish come along and gulp 
down the little fish. The result 
is that the big fish are ready for 


the dinner table much sooner than 
nature originally intended. 

First experiments were made in 
a small lake adjoining. the sea on 
Scotland’s west coast. 

Plaice, a flat fish 10 to 14 inch- 
es long, were found to grow three 
times as fast as normally. Floun- 
der, a slightly larger flat fish, 
grew four times as fast. In rare 
instances, plaice and flounder 
have grown 16 times as fast as 
usual. 

“We are now doing the same 
thing in the bays opening into 
the ocean and having equal suc-. 
cess,” says one scientist. 

Commercial fisheries are said to 
be making arrangements to em- 
ploy the speed-up formula. Since 
meat is scarce, plaice and floun- 
der have become the most impor- 
tant substitute in England, Scot- 
land, Ireland and Wales,

Coincidentally, it was an- 
nounced that Field Marsha] Vis- 
count Montgomery, chief of the 
British Imperial General Staff, 
will dine tonight with Marshal 
Sokolovsky and Gen. Sir Brian 
Robertson, British military gov- 
ernor. Montgomery arrived here 
in an unescorted plane. 

From the airport, he went di- 
rectly to Gen. Robertson's head- 
quarters for a conference with 
the latter and his staff. Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, United States 
military government, joined the 
conference. Later the three of- 
ficers went to Robertson's home, 
where they were joined by Gen. 
Pierre Koenig, the French com- 
mander. 

The official Russian account of 
yesterday's crash incident said 
the Russian fighter plane hit the 
British ship as it was trying to 
land.

The British plane, carrying 14 
persons, including two Americans, 
crashed in the Russian zone of 
the city.

35 EARLY INDIAN 


SITES FOUND BEHIND 
BLACK RIVER DAM 


Evidence of 2 Primitive Peo- 


ple Discovered in Area Soon 
to Be Inundated. 


Thirty-five sites of habitation 
by early Indian tribes have been 
found in Reynolds and Wayne 
counties behind the dam which 
is now nearing completion on the 


Black river, near Piedmont, Mo., 


R. C. Froeschner, manager of the 
Academy of Science of St. Louis, 
said today. 

An expedition headed by the 
Missouri Archaeological Society 
and the University of Missouri, in 
which the Academy of Science par- 
ticipated, made a surface survey 
of the ground expected to be cov- 
ered by the dam’s permanent pool, 
in the hope of obtaining as much 
data as possible before inundation. 

Arrowheads, stone axes and 
other artifacts, discovered in fhe 
preliminary examination, indicate 
that two Bon of primitive peo- 
ples inhabited the area before it 
was taken over by the Osage and 
Missouri Indian tribes whom the 
early white settlers found, 
Froeschner said. 

The earliest of the primitives, 
he added, had only the crudest 
of utensils and lacked both pot- 
tery and bows and arrows. The 
people who succeeded them had 
both bows and pottery and their 
knives and other artifacts were 
longer and more efficiently fabri- 
cated than those of their predeces- 
sors. Excavation, in the hope of 
uncovering a Village site, is now 
in progress, he said.

He said she or- 
dered groceries at a store and 
then, when the packages were 
handed her, denied that she had 
given the order.

VATICAN SPURNS ITALIAN RED 


OFFER OF ‘RELIGIOUS PEACE’ 


Letter to Priests Denounced as Invitation to 
the Church ‘to Collaborate With 
Its Persecutors.’

ROME, April 6—A Communist 
offer of “religious peace” in Italy 
was rejected by the Vatican yes- 
terday as the most brazen cover 
of persecution since the ancient 
Romans offered to free any 
Christian martyrs who would of- 
fer incense to idols. 

The Vatican indicated that the 
Communist offers might even be 
worse than that of the old Ro- 
man pagans for now “instead of 
false gods there are none.”

“demoniac masters” might at 
some future date “turn the cards 
face up on the table,” renounce 
the program of religious peace 
and begin a persecution. 

The Vatican retorted that the 
fear of a small group of “demon- 
jac masters” taking control and 
waging a religious persecution is 
highly justified.

When 
Gen, Clay remarked that he would 
not abandon Berlin except if car- 
ried out, he was certainly not 
bluffing. The United States and 
Britain have no real alternative 
except to gall the Soviet bluff. For 
if they are weak in the face of 
Soviet bullying, every doubtful sit- 
uation in Europe will turn sour 
overnight. 

The Finns, deprived of hope of 
succor, would hardly be able to 
maintain their superb courage. 
The Scandinavians, seeing the 
leaders of the West humiliated in 
Berlin and Finland going over 
like a ninepin, would also lose 
heart. And in Italy, the current 
hopeful political trend would be 
reversed by the dramatic demon- 
stration of Soviet power. In short, 
the present choice is between call- 
ing the Soviet bluff, which means 
a possible risk of shooting now; or 
yielding to the Soviets, which

The western European 
union has riot been completed by 
American adherence. The western 
European nations have not yet re- 
ceived the minimum arms needed 
for reasonable defense. The Amer- 
ican striking force is partly crip- 
pled by the after-effects of the 
petty squabbling between the 
armed services. There will be a 
strong temptation to appease, 
especially in Europe, where the 
first brunt of Soviet attack must 
be borne, At this writing, how- 
ever, the chances seem to be that 
the bolder of the two choices out- 
lined above will be preferred.

Public Hearing to Be Held, 

The specified areas would be 
withdrawn from the status of 
public lands, and would be closed 
to homesteading, exploration, min- 
ing and fishing. The Interior De- 
partment announced that public 
hearings on the joint proposal 
will be held in Juneau, Alaska, 
on May 4. 

A notice of the hearing, which 
appeared in the Federal Register, 
gave no details except that the 
armed services asked for perma- 
nent withdrawal of the lands from 
public use so that they could be 
used for military installations and 
for “defensive” air-sea operations.

Holy Places 
Of Jerusalem 
Facing Ruin 
Quick Action for 
Truce Only Hope 


for Peace When 
British Leave.

JERUSALEM. 


HERE may be just a bare 

chance of saving the holy 

places of Jerusalem from de- 
struction. But, if that chance is 
going to be seized, somebody is 
going to have to move very fast. 
Time is running out. The British 
grip on the situation here is 
loosening day by day. 


Within the cigy of Jerusalem 
the military situation is so con- 
fused as to make any reasonable 
description difficult. The Arabs 
hold the walled enclosure of the 
old city. For example, there are 
about 30,000 Arabs inside the 
walls, of whom a large proportion 
are armed. There is a Jewish 
community hemmed in by the 
Arabs, some 2000 strong. Also 
there are about 1000 Jewish fight- 
ing men who have filtered in re- 
cently. Between the Jews and the 
Arabs there is stationed a com- 
pany of the Highland Light In- 
fantry with orders to prevent any 
clash. A food convoy goes in daily 
under British military escort to 
feed the Jews. But what will 
happen to the Jews in the old 
city when the British go? You 
can add up the figures and make 
your own guess. 


Roads Leading From City. 

Or take the main roads leading 
out of the city, The road leading 
north to Nablus past the Jewish 
University and the Hadassah Hos- 
pital is commanded by the Arab 
suburb of Sheikh Jarrah. This is 
an Arab military stronghold from 
which civilians have been largely 
evacuated. Fire from this area 
harasses Jewish traffic on the 
road. The road to the south, to 
Bethlehem and Hebron—which is 
very important to the Arabs—is 
controlled in a similar manner by 
fire from the Jewish suburb of 
Yemen Moshe which lies in a de- 
pression just below the Jaffa gate 
of the old city. Sniping goes on 
continually in this area, 

Altogether there are about 
100,000 Jews in Jerusalem. The 
city is completely surrounded by 
an Arab countryside.

HE basis of any effective anti-airborne defense is knowledge of 
anemy airborne troops and their equipment and capabilities. 


Knowledge dispels fear. 


Without it, fear and panic will mount 


during an airborne attack, and can quickly change civilians and 


soldiers from a defensive asset to 

Well-illustrated publications de- 
scribing the enemy airborne 
troops in detail must be distrib- 
uted to all troops and civilians in 
likely operational areas. 


Everyone, civilians especially, 
must understand what action is 
expected of them if the enemy 
delivers .an airborne attack. 
Airborne troops always need 
transportation, and usually they 
need food, water, ‘medical as- 
sistance and directions, The 
enemy must be denied these 
things. 

The defending commander must 
determine the likely airborne tar- 
gets and probable landing areas. 
On the basis of this evaluation he 
takes his first passive defensive 
measures. These may consist of 
erecting poles and similar ob- 
stacles in landing areas, mining 
landing areas, emplacing obser- 
vation posts, emplacing weapons, 
camouflaging defensive installa- 
tions and burying wire communi- 
cations, Alternate means of com- 
munications must be provided, in- 
cluding alternate radio frequen- 
cies. Auditory and visual alarms 
must be provided. 

Critical Objectives. 

Critical tactical objectives such 
as airfields, airlanding areas and 
bridges require special defense 
preparations. Bridges are pre- 
pared for demolitions; the destruc- 
tion of a bridge will often be the 
first stép toward isolating the at- 
tacking force. Remote switches 
are provided so that a bridge can 
be blown from some distance 
away, even a mile or more, in 
case the bridge is lost intact. 

Countersigns are provided and 
everyone practiced in their use, 

Thoroughness in preparation for 
a good passive defense may be 
a substitute for troops in the first 
critical minute following hostile 
landings.

This site, occupying a commanding 

on top of the Mississippi, river 

luffs, with a magnificent view of the 

great river valley, always has been pe- 

culiarly adapted for use as a public 

park. Now, with its rich heritage of 

historic military use, it is fitting that it 
be created into a national park. 

It is said that it is no longer needed 
for military purposes; let us hope that 
is more than mere optimism. 

A wooded area at the south end of the 
site has been set aside for a large dis- 
abled veterans’ hospital; north of that 
lies the old cemetery. 

In this national military cemetery lie 
12 veterans of the Revolutionary War 

thousands of veterans of 
war this country has engaged in, 
and including the last war. About 
our war heroes are being buried 
every week. It is second in size 


The surroundings of this cemetery 
must be preserved by our Government; 


hedge about the cemetery with cheap 
subdivisions and industrial plants.

Our Weak Defenses 


Army day this year comes as the grimmest 
kind of reminder that the only certain protec- 
tion im the word today ‘or a peae-loving peo- 
ple is in girding their soins to such security 
that no nation will: be so foolish as to attack 
them or their forces wherever they may be. 

Since the last observance of Army day there 
has been a great change in the attitude of the 
American people and their Congress toward ade- 
quate provision for our defense forces. 

Last year at this time, selective service and 
universal military training had very few sup- 
porters in the House and Senate. Now the pros- 
pect is for quick action on selective service, with 
military training coming along soon after. A 
year ago, the disposition was still to pare and 
trim on other elements in the armed services. 
Today plans are being laid for the greatest air 
force the world has ever seen. 

Events of recent months and of recent weeks 
in particular, including the pressure the Rus- 
sians have applied in Berlin and the Czech coup, 
have awakened the United States to the weak- 
ness of our lines of defense. 

While there is no comfort anywhere in the 
troop deployment table which Chief of Staff 
Bradley presented to the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, one situation is particularly danger- 
ous. This is our strength, or rather lack of it, 
in Alaska. The total of our soldiers in our 
northernmost defense area is 7000 and the air- 
power in the region is “perhaps fewer than 100 
fighter planes.” 

A force of this small size would have little or 
no chance in the event of an airborne invasion of 
Alaska. It is not enough to protect our own in- 
sufficient air installations, to say nothing of 
being able to act swiftly in effective retaliation. 
Gen. Bradley’s proposal to double the troop 
strength in Alaska is modest enough. As the 
country comes to realize that any invasion from 
Russia would come over the top of the world 
and down through Alaska into the heart of 
America, sentiment for making Alaska an armed 
bulwark will grow. The United States is fortu- 
nate to have this vast area as a region of first 
defense in the Northwest. We should make the 
most of it as a factor for the preservation of 


peace. 

Our strength in Europe, also cited by Gen. 
Bradley, is also lamentably weak. All told, we 
have 96,000 soldiers in Europe. A large pro- 
portion are service troops and, in any case, they 
are dispersed in many places strung out from 
Bremen in North Germany to Trieste. Our main 
force in the American zone in Germany is a con- 
stabulary of some 25,000 which operates chiefly 
as a police organization. Most of its members 
lack combat experience and their training has 
been in law enforcement rather than in defense 
tactics. This unit would be absolutely helpless 
in the face of modern warfare. 

Our strength in Germany should be increased 
to make two important impressions: First, on 
the Germans that we are in Western Germany 
to stay as long as necessary; and second, on the 
Russians that they will be wise to stay out. 
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So the House May Vote 

Representatives Karsten and Bakewell of St. 
Louis and Bell and Reevés of Kansas City, two 
Democrats and two Repüblicans, deserve a spe- 
cial hand. These four Missourians were among 
the 218 members of the House who signed the 
discharge petition which took the margarine tax 
repeal bill out of the hands of the Agriculture 
Committee. Two Southern Illinois Representa- 
tives also joined in overriding the obstacle to a 
vote raised by the committee. They were Price 
of East St. Louis and Clippinger of Carmi. 


The public interest will be served again if

the stranglehold of the House Education and 
Labor Committee. Making margarine more 
readily available is a splendid thing and so is 
protecting coal miners from politics-ridden state 
mine departments such as that under Dwight 
Green in Illinois. 
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Tragic Injury of Linda Jean King 

Cpl. Carlos King of Scott Air Force Base and 
his wife have ample cause to be bitter toward 
St. Louis. While their baby, Linda Jean, less 
than a month old, slept in her crib at the Chest- 
nut Hotel, 523% Chestnut street, one or more 
rats entered the room, bit the infant about the 
face and left her in a critical condition. At City 
Hospital physicians said only plastic surgery 
could save Linda Jean from permanent disfig- 
urement. That is, if she recovered. 


The baby’s mother said that she had com- 
plained repeatedly to Nick DeGerinis, owner of 
the hotel, about rat holes in the bedroom and 
kitchenette of their three-room apartment only 
to be promised that the holes would be blocked 
“tomorrow.” Police said DeGerinis told them 
he “had intended to close the holes.” 


The owner of this hotel should be held to 
strictest possible account for his failure to police 
his own premises. Surely the City Counselor’s 
office can find the ordinances under which he 
may be prosecuted for such patent carelessness, 

As for the statement of John L. Sadowski, 
chief of the rat control section of the City 
Health Division, that he would investigate the 
hotel, official inspection before this tragic in- 
jury might well have prevented it. St. Louis 
has a rat control ordinance but it can be no bet- 
ter than its enforcement. 

Mr. Sadowski’s superior, Dr. Bredeck, and Dr. 
Bredeck’s superior, Mayor Kaufmann, should see 
that places such as Nick DeGerinis’ Chestnut 
Hotel comply with rat control regulations or 
close their doors.

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“T Am the Law” Dusher 


Illinois Circuit Judge William R. Dusher of 
Rockford has set himself up against the nine 
Justices of the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of Tony Marino. 


The nine Justices agreed with Attorney Gen- 
eral Barrett that Marino's constitutional rights 
were violated when he was sentenced 22 years 
ago to life imprisonment for murder without 
protection of counsel. Marino was then an 18- 
year-old immigrant, without knowledge of Eng- 
lish. The Illinois Attorney General openly “con- 
fessed error” on the part of the state prosecution 
and asked for Marino’s release. 

The Supreme Court said unanimously: In 
the light of the confession of error and the un- 
disputed facts, we conclude that petitioner (Ma- 


rino) was denied the due process of law which 


the Fourteenth Amendment requires.” 


That was Dec. 22, 1947. Yet Marino is still 
in prison and Judge Dusher has the effrontery, 
first, to deny Marino’s request for a transfer to 
another judge who was not prejudiced and sec- 
ond, to say that “all of his constitutional rights 
have been afforded him.” 


That is not all. This Circuit Judge goes 80 
far as to assert: “There is no question in my 
mind that the late Judge Earl D. Reynolds (the 
Judge who tried Marino) was very zealous in his 
protection of the rights of the defendant.” 


This denial of the record is an outrageous 
usurpation of authority by a lone Circuit Judge. 
It flies full in the face of the wholesome move- 
ment among Illinois lawyers, Judges, prosecutors 
and teachers of law to rid their state of the 
odious reputation it has received as providing a 
“labyrinth of blind alleys” for accused persons 
convicted without guidance of counsel. 


Scorn should pour in on Judge Dusher until 
he sees. how mean and little he is. It should be 
so heavy and so burning that he will not have 
the hardihood ever again to offer himself for the 
place on the bench which he now so miserably 
occupies. As for Tony Marino, we confidently 
predict that he will yet win his freedom. 
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Radar’s Reassurance 
It's right comforting to know that St. Louis is 
fo get one of those eight ground control ap- 
proach radar sets recently ordered by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration. 


If the city ever slipped badly enough to let 
smoke come back, the equipment would be ab- 
solutely necessary. But even if James L. Ford's 
eternal vigilance continues to pay off, there's 
enough bad weather in these parts to make an 
air passenger glad to know that his hair and 
hide are not absolutely dependent on the pilot's 
eyes. Once the equipment is installed, it will 
pick up a plane 35 miles away and 10,000 feet 
up in the air. After that, it will make no dif- 
ference even if the pilot cannot see the ship’s 
nose. 


Radar is one of those mechanical improve- 
ments for which aviation can thank the last war 
even if one would like to believe that man can 
bestir his inventive ingenuity without so heavy a 
goad. Also, it is one of those blessings that 
makes it possible to accept many of the less 
pleasant gadgets of the machine age with 
resignation. 


Of course, here at the heart of the continent, 
one might get by without radar. In the event 
that visibility falls to zero, there is always a fair 
chance of making a landing in Chicago, Indian- 
apolis or Memphis. To get back to St. Louis 
might take a whole day, but if that is the price 
of safety one pays it. But in these days of trans- 
oceanic flying, it’s another story if a plane is 
scheduled to make a re-fueling stop on some 
speck of an island in the middle of the Atlantic 
or the Pacific. That's when one really realizes 
how marvelous are the works of the engineering 
mind and its GCA. 
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He Wanted to Be a Duke 

Serge Rubenstein is worth maybe $2,500,000, 
maybe more, much more. It’s hard to say. But 
he is going to jail for two and one-half years. 
The Government nailed him as a draft-dodger, 
and yesterday the Supreme Court refused to re- 
view the penalty which, by the way, also in- 
cluded a fine of $50,000. It and the jail term 
were imposed on the 39-year-old 12 months ago 
for making false statements to his draft board 
back in 1946, 


Money, of course, makes draft-dodgers more 
interesting than they might otherwise be; and 
especially if they acquire money as Rubenstein 
did. With him, one is tempted to say, it was a 
gift; but he says it was brains. Serge’s family 
fled Russia when the boy was 10. But he did 
not need much help to make his way in the 
world. He did well in economics at Cambridge, 
and at 24, he was a banker in Paris. There he 
watched politicians’ mistresses as closely as he 
did the market quotations. 


He is said to have made his first big killing 
in Chosen Corp., Ltd., a British firm owning 
Korean gold mines. It is said to have been al- 
most $6,000,000. The stockholders howled, and 
he paid about $2,500,000 to quiet them down a 
bit. In 1935, Laval ran him out of France for 
selling the franc short; and a little later he was 
in trouble with the Japanese for trying to 
manipulate the value of the yen. He drifted to 
the United States, made millions in Wall Street, 
bought a Fifth Avenue mansion, married a tall 
blonde, bought some black limousines and even 
managed to get to a White House dinner. 

But he couldn’t see getting into a uniform, not 
he. That sort of thing was not for a man with 
brains. So he said he had a lot of dependents. 
He also pointed out that once, on a stop in 
Macao, he had acquired Portuguese ‘citizenship. 
But American authorities were not impressed; 
not even when he told them that, as long as he 
could remember, it had been his ambition to be 
a grand duke. 

Now he gets a number instead of a patent of 
nobility. And the chances are that while he is 
officially detained his record will get a curry- 
combing. It ought to. The Treasury, at least, 
ought to know just how he got that way.

Franco's regime looks like comic opera dictatorship to outsiders, 
writes English visitor to Spain; but largely through abuse of food 
rationing and black market graft, masses are oppressed; the wealthy, 
on the other hand, are much better off than they would be in Britain.

When I crossed the Franco-Spanish fron- 
tier in my car at Iruh, at the back of my 
mind, I think, was the idea that I would 
find the sort of cold inhuman military ef- 
ficiency that used to characterize Nazi Ger- 
many. As the barriers rose, and I passed 
on to Spanish soil, I realized how utterly 
wrong I was. The _ heel-clicking Nazi 
Was conspicuous by 
his absence, and the 
only two representa- 
tives of the Guardia 
Civil presented faces 
that had not come in 


contact with a razor 


for at least three 


days. 


Passing through 
the Customs was a 
mere formality and, 
apart from the huge 
official picture of 
Franco hanging on the wall, I would have 
been hard put to it to remember that I 
was entering the last bastion of Fascism 
in Europe, “This,” I thought, “is going to 
be a hard country to sum up.”

Meat or No Meat? 


To the casual tourist, Spain would ap- 
pear to be the perfect musical-comedy dic- 
tatorship. The inefficiency, at least on the 
surface, is indescribable, and the controls 
and restrictions on daily life would make 
our own Government by comparison seem 
to be completely anti-control-minded. But, 
apart from this, there is one vital differ- 
ence in the matter of controls. Ours, in 
the main, have some reason for their ex- 
istence, whether you agree with that reason 
or not, and they do for the most part work, 
Many of the Spanish restrictions have no 
reason, and hardly any of them work at 
all. 


For instance, I was told with great pride 
of the food rationing system in force, en- 
suring fair shares for all. But this won't 
for a moment stand closer inspection. No 
one knows until the week commences what 
is going to be on the ration, Some weeks 
there may be some meat, others none at all. 


Legal Black Markets 


The only thing that is really certain js 
that the ration for any one week would 
not keep body and soul together for more 
than the first two or three days, This 
means, of course, that everyone must buy 
in the black market, which is indeed abun- 
dantly stocked with every conceivable sort 
of food—at a price. Sugar and meat are 
about $2 a pound. 


I inquired of one shopkeeper about this 
black market, and he assured me that it 
was completely legal—provided that a suit- 
able cash present was made from time to 
time to the local food officer. The present, 
in his case, he explained, amounted to about 
5 per cent of his profits. It would be un- 
wise not to give this, as otherwise the 
shopkeeper might well find himself prose- 
cuted for dealing in the black market. 

It is obvious from this that the working 
man does not live well; and signs ef mal- 
nutrition are very obvious. A member of 
the middle classes who had recently been 


‘to England put the case in a nutshell. He 


said to me: “If you are a rich man in Spain, 
you live 500 times better than you would in 
England, but if you are poor then you 
live a thousand times worse.” 


In fact, the food situation is used by the 
Government as a very useful weapon to 
“keep the working* classes in their place.” 
I inquired into the strikes among municipal 
workers that had taken place before my 
visit in Bilbao, I learned on good author- 
ity that very little physical action had been 
taken against the strikers except a few 
ring-leaders. 


Houses or Banks? 


Only the strikers’ extra rations, given to 
them as municipal workers, were taken 
away from them for a period. That may 
not sound too harsh on the face of it; but, 
when you realize that these extra rations 
made all the difference to the men between 
living and starving, you begin to appreciate 
that what the Government was really do- 
ing was to starve them into acquiescence. 


The same callous inefficiency was ap- 
parent in other phases of Spanish life. 


There was a shortage, I found, of building . 


materials, and thus work on houses for the 
ordinary man was virtually at a standstill. 
But there was plenty of materials for new 
clubs, banks and Government offices. 


IT went into a large bank in Barcelona to 
cash a traveler’s check; and, while waiting 
for my money, 1 got into conversation with 
the cashier, who had been to England be- 
fore the First World War. He asked me if 
we had as fine a bank in England as the 
one I was now in. I admitted that I did 
not think we had. 


Those With Money— 


He then said: We're very proud of it. 


It has taken a long while to complete, and 
we've only just moved in.“ I told him that 
this seemed odd to an Englishman. We 
were also suffering from a shortage of ma- 
terials for building, and any sort of luxury 
building was forbidden, as the materials 
available were needed for houses. He looked 
puzzled. “Oh, we don’t need houses,” he 
said, “Everyone has at least two cha- 
teaux.” 


I hastened to explain that I did not mean 
mansions but houses, to let, for the ordi- 
nary man in the street. He regarded me 
as if I was an utter lunatic and sighed: 
“In England you do things in a very funny 
way, in Spain we are much more logical. 
The people who haye the money build. Since 
they have the money, what in Heaven's 
name would they build but banks?” 


This is modern Spain. A farcical dicta- 
torship for the tourist; a hell for the work- 
ing man of the country,

WASHINGTON, April 6 (AP)— 
A nation-wide system of assigning 
serial numbers to all babies has 
been proposed with the approval 
of the United States Public Health 
Service. 

Herbert R. Dunning, administra- 
tive officer for the service's na- 
tional office of vital statistics, told 


of the system yesterday. He said 
the plan was proposed by the H 
Council on Vital Records and Sta- 
tistics of the Association of Ameri- 
can Registration Executives, 
composed of state registrars of 
vital statistics. He said that it 
is now up to registration officials 
of the separate states to decide 
about adopting the plan. 

Dunning said that under the 
plan, a “birth number” would 
show that an individual had been 
born in the United States and in 
which state. A further part of 
the serial number would show 
the order in which the particular 
birth had been filed in state rec- 
ords. N 

Thus, he said, even if a person 
lost his birth certificate—but had 

is individual coded serial num- 

er—it would be possible to trace 
the record quickly.

Plans for a “mouse town“ produc- 
ing a new population of 700,000 
mice each year in the interest of 
science, were disclosed today by 
Dr. Clarence C. Little. 

Little, director of the Roscoe B. 
Jackson Memorial Laboratory, Bar 
Harbor, Me., said the project al- 
ready is under way, but that it 
would not reach its peak until 
1949. 

“Mice are the letters on the 
typewriter, and from them we 


may be able to write the answer 
‘ito the cancer problem,” 


Little 
said. 


Before the forest fire that de- 
stroyed part of Dr. Little’s labora- 
tory at Bar Harbor, thousands of 
mice for scientific experiments 
were béing raiséd. He said that 
the new plans call for the enlarge- 
ment of facilities, and that the 


[new laboratory will include spe- 


clal rooms where animals free 
from radioactive exposure will be 
raised. 

He said there is a “tremendous 
demand” for mice net exposed to 
radiation which causes genetic 
changes. By using such animals, 
laboratories the country over can 
make more accurate tests as to 
the results of radiation.

Russian Bloc Votes Against 
Proposal to Aid Gathering 
of Information. 


GENEVA, April 6 (AP)—The | 
Basic Freedoms Committee of the 
United Nations Conference on 
Freedom of Information adopted 
yesterday an American resolution 
laying down principles for free- 
dom of information. 

The vote was 30 to 5 with Af- 
ghanistan abstaining. The Com- 
munist bloc — Russia, Ukraine, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Yugo- 
slavia—voted against the resolu- 
tion, Adoption followed long dis- 
cussion and numerous votes on 
individual paragraphs and amend- 
ments, 

The American resolution con- 
tained seven main points. Among 
these it proposed that news per- 
sonnel should have the widest 
possible access to sources of in- 
formation and should be allowed 
to transmit copy without unrea- 
sonable or discriminatory limita- 
tions, 

It also proposed measures 
which would make a diversity of 
news accounts available to the 
public. The resolution said it 
should be the moral obligation of 
the press to seek the truth and 
report the facts, thereby contrib- 
uting to a solution of the world’s 
problems. 

Several Russian-proposed amend- 
ments were thrown out. The last 
of these said the American draft 
should not be used for deciding 
whether the press of any indl- 
vidual nation is free. 

After a final statement on the 
resolution, Konstantin Goubine, 
Soviet delegate, read a statement 
declaring the western powers had 
devised a “mechanical way of vot- 
ing“ by which all Russian .pro- 
posals were discarded automat- 
ically.

armored divisions during World 
War II, provided to control and 
make use of any forces assigned 
to them by the division com- 
mander for and during combat.

definite direction, it served its 
purpose well. 

In some situations, however, the 
triangular division began to show 
deficiencies that we should now 
recognize and appreciate. " 

Triangular Organization. 

The triangular organization was 
designed so that two of its parts 
could be put against the known 
enemy and the third held in re- 
serve, but, if the direction of the 
enemy is not known and cannot 
be foreseen, the triangular organ- 
ation is unsuitable and inade- 
quate to meet the requirements 
of a 360-degree defense. 

The division of the future— 
and this division must be air- 
borne or adaptable to air trans- 
port—must be thoroughly flex- 
ible. It must be readily able to 
fight in any direction in a de- 
Tense, and to ward off blows 
from any direction while attack- 
ing. The division commander

The four-way division provides 
both flexibility in its ability to 
fight in any direction in the de- 
fense, as well as depth with cor- 
responding security in the at- 
tack. The division must, how- 
ever, be kept light and mobile. 
The infantry regiments should 
not exceed 2400 men, 

There is definite need for a 
lighter weight semi-automatic 
weapon than the M-1 rifle, and for 
rockets, recoilless artillery and 
weapons of the bazooka type to 
replace the present heavy-type 
weapons. 

It is also imperative that radios 
be built with greater range and 
lighter weight for airborne use. 
With the dispersion that airborne 
units are sure to have in the 
future, dependable communica- 
tions are of the utmost import- 
ance. 

Large-scale airborne forces must 
unquestionably be supported. by 
adequate service forces. In order 
for a large force to exist as a 
combat entity, it is necessary that 
it capture and construct a major 
airport suitable for heavy air 
transport within a few weeks of 
the initial landing. Whenever 
possible, the initia] attack should 
be made with this imporant item 
in mind, exactly as the necessity 
tor a major seaport must be con- 
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sidered in preparing plans for an 
amphibious invasion. 


ö Critical Factors. 


| Experience has shown that there 


are several critical factors when 
we are endeavoring to apply the 
means of conducting airborne 
warfare, These are the number of 
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aircraft required, the number of 
airfields required for take-off, the 
air space that we must dominate, 
and the range of our aircraft. 

It is interesting now to recall 
that as late as 1942 the faculty of 
one of our leading service schools 
was generally of the belief that 
airborne operations were impos- 
sible on a divisional scale because 
so many take-off airfields would 
be required. 

There seemed to be no argu- 
ment with this thesis then; but 
since 1942 the airfield problem has 
been well solved, 

We all know now that the 81 
multaneous lift of a corps was 


| readily accomplished in 1944 and 
1945. As the size of the aircraft | 


employed increases, this particu- 
‘lar problem becomes simpler. 
It will, however, again become 
a serious logistical problem 
when we need to stage the lift 
of one or more armies and at 
the same time provide sufficient 
dispersion for a reasonable de- 
gree of passive protection 
against atomic missiles. 
The range of aircraft has always 
determined where we could go, 


and to some extent what we could | 


do, Range varies inversely with 
the pay load, 

It now appears that the range 
of troop-carrier tactical aircraft 
will be about 2000 miles, This 
could be the maximum range in- 
crease for tactical aircraft if the 
development of airpower should 
follow in form the development 
of seapower. 

The larger strategic aircraft 
will ultimately become global 
planes of great carrying capacity 


planes will be designed, .armed 
and built for the specific mission 
of airborne combat close to the 
enemy. 

Any airborne force with an of- 
fensive mission must perform the 
following tactical steps: 


First it must land in hostile 
territory where it must estab- 
lish itself firmly, securing itself 
against surprise and directly 
aimed ground fire. 

Next it must reinforce 
resupply itself. 

Finally, it must move in the 
planned direction the force nec- 
essary to accomplish its speci- 
fied mission. ' 
| These steps constitute the es- 
| tablishment of an airhead, just as 
|amphibious means establish a 
| beachhead, The only difference 
is that an airhead covers 360 de- 

grees whereas a beachhead usu- 
| ally covers 180 degrees. An air- 
| head is two beachheads back to 

back, with the reinforcements and 

resupply coming by air instead of 
by sea. | 
As for delivery potentialities, it 
| is about as easy to deliver several 

hundred tons of supplies and 


and 


equipment per hour by air as it 


is to deliver the same amount per 
day by sea. These tonnages can 
be delivered; but to handle their 
mountainous proportions there 
must be in the airhead a suffi- 
cient number of trained and 
equipped airhead service troops. 

Tough, trained, properly 
equipped troops, imbued with 
courage and confidence,in them- 
selves, given sensible and coura- 
geous leadership, can accomplish 
any of the airborne missions I 
have outlined. 

The divisions for the assault 
echelon should be carefully se- 
lected and especially trained, for 
when they go in, they go in as 
every airborne force has in the 
past, to conquer or dle. Theirs is 
not a choice. Their mission is to 
do their job and do it well. 

With the great dispersion we 
shall have in the future, with the 
strategic and tactical transport 
now in development, and the im- 
provements being made in hand 
weapons, the future use of air- 
borne troops is limited only by 
the imagination and courage of 
their commanders. 

American ingenuity and in- 
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dustry have met every require- 
ment of our armed forces in the 
past. That it will in the future 
there is little doubt. We have 
barely begun, however, to solve 
the problems of airborne trans- 
port and equipment. When we 
do solve these problems, we will 
be able to make a-more intelll- 
gent approach to the problems 
of arms and organization of air- 
borne. units. Following the solu- 
tion of these problems, there 
will be a vast improvement in 
the strategic and tactical capa- 
bilities of all airborne troop- 
carrier forces.

Water is another very serious 
problem. The water supply of 
Jerusalem comes from Ras El 
Ein, about 30 kilometers away. It 
is brought in by a pipeline served 
by four pumping stations. To 
maintain life in the Jewish and 
Christian quarters of the city 
this water system, which lies in 
Arab territory, would have to be 
defended. The 60,000 arabs in 
Jerusalem are not nearly as de- 
pendent on this water system as 
are the Jews because in their old 
style houses they have Many cis, 
terns which existed before there 
was any modern water supply. 
These cisterns have recently been 
repaired and have been filled by 
heavy rains during the past few 
weeks. 

Terrible Suffering Likely. 

If open fighting breaks out in 
Palestine after May 15, as every- 
one I have talked to expects, both 
sides will make desperate efforts 
to gain full control of Jerusalem. 
Terrible suffering will result and 
the holy places—shrines sacred to 
Christians and Moslems—may be 
destroyed. 

The one chance of preventing 
this is to negotiate a truce for 
Jerusalem—make it an area of 
security in which both sides wil) 
agree there shall be no fighting. 
Then put a United Nations police 
force composed of volunteers into 
the area to keep the peace and 
guard the holy places. This force 
would have to be strong enough 
to police the city area, to guard 
the water supply, and to provide 
escorts for food convoys coming 
up from the coast. Probably 3000 
men could police the city, and 
another 1000 could provide the 
guards for the water supply and 
the convoy escorts. A mobile strik- 


would require 4000 or 5000 more 
men—something on the order of 
an American regimental combat 
team. It should not be impossible 
to recruit such a force of volun- 
teers from young veterans in the 
United States and Canada, if a 
beginning is made at once, 

British Likely to Co-operate. 

I can say on very high authority 
that the British authorities here 
would give fullest co-operation to 
any such proposal. I have reason 
to believe that the Jews would 
agree to the truce and do what 
they could to help. The Arabs

Jerusalem Jews May Be Cut Off. 
It is impossible to evacuate the 
Jewish population of Jerusalem.

Jerusalem gives more advantage: 
to the Jews than to the Arab:

The time is getting very short. 
If the holy places are to be pre- 
served, and if Jerusalem is to be 
a center of security in a war-torn 
land, the United Nations will have 
to get busy right now.

Smoke Kools!“ about once a min- 
ute on somebody's radio station. 
(As a harbinger of spring, Kool 
ski news on N. B. C. television has 
given way to Kool films of spring 
baseball training but Willie is un- 
changed, frosty as ever.)

RUDOLF Mess. . COWERS IN 
A CORNER.

BERLIN, April 6. 

HE warders of Spandau Mil- 

tary Prison, where the seven 

leading Nazis convicted at 
the first Nuernberg International 
War Crimes trial are serving 
their sentences, call their charges 
“the living dead.” 

Once Rudolf Hess and the oth- 
ers ruled an empire and dreamed 
of lording it over a world con- 
quered by German panzers. 


But the clock stopped for them 
on Oct. 1, 1946 when the Nuern- 
berg tribunal ordered them con- 
fined behind bars. Since then 
their bodies have been fed, clothed 
and doctored. But they have been 
walled off from knowledge of 
word events. They are permitted 
no newspapers, periodicals or 
even books dealing with events 
since Nuernberg. 

Four are ill and Hess, Hitler’s 
one-time deputy, shows the men- 
tal deterioration that became 
manifest when he was imprisoned 
in England after parachuting 
from a warplane in a fantastic 
effort to arrange a separate 
peace. 

An American warder, Donald 
J. Leahy, of Chicago, said Hess 
cowers in the corner of his cell 


like a hunted beast. 


“When we examine his cell, he 
glares at us, his eyes hardly big- 
ger than pinpoints under those 
bushy eyebrows,” Leahy sald. 

Hess easily is the most disliked 
prisoner at Spandau, among the 
other Nazis as well as warders. 

Leahy said Baldur von Schirach, 
the Hitler youth leader, burst out 
recently: 

“Hess is filled with nothing but 
self-pity.”

Prisoners may not converse 
with each other or with warders 
except on prison matters. 

Von Schirach and Speer try 
hard, however, to get the ear of 
the warders.

| Leahy said Von Schirach is the 


most outspokenly bitter about his 
sentence, 

Leahy quoted him as once ex- 
claiming: 

“This is the only time in history

EAHY said Constantin von 
Neurath, Hitler’s one-time for- 
eign minister, is Spandau’s 
“model” prisoner. Even at 73, he 
rarely complains, although he suf- 
fers from high blood pressure. 

Ex-Grand Admiral Erich Raeder 
has a bad hernia and is awakened 
a half hour before the official 
6:30 rising hour to put on his 
truss. Karl Doenitz, who preceded 
Raeder as grand admiral, has a 
heart ailment. Walther Funk, Hit- 
ler’s economics minister, has a 
bladder ailment. 

Hess, Funk and Raeder are in 
for life; Speer and Von Schirach 
for 20 years each, Von Neurath 
for 15 years and Doenitz for 10 
years, 

Summing up their physical con- 
dition, H. H. Frank, the American 
prison director, said: They're in 
about as good shape as any bunch 
of old men.” 

Frank revealed that all the 
Nazis have lost considerable 
weight, ranging from 10 to 20 
pounds. 

Doenitz, in particular, has been 
losing. weight so badly the United 
States staff has undertaken to 
furnish him butter during the 
periods it runs the prison. 

A day at Spandau begins at 
6:30. Prisoners dress, make their 
beds and then are escorted, one by 
one, to wash in a crude sink at

the end of the cell block. 

Breakfast is at 7:15, after which 
they clean their cells and the cell 
block. They go to “work” at 8:30. 
Last summer it was in the prison 
garden, In November they began 
folding and pasting precut enve- 
lopes. To date they have turned 
out 85,000, 

Lunch is at noon. At 12:30 Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Saturdays 
prisoners are shaved and given 
haircuts as needed. On Thursdays 
they beat and air their bedding. 

The barbering is performed by 
a United Nations barber, who uses 
a safety razor and works under 
guard. The prisoners get one hot 
bath a week—on Saturday.

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the air in your home (get this 
one) “Flower Garden Sweet.” Sci- 
ence has provided us with ex- 
haust fans and deodorizers. Ex- 
haust fans are fine for poorly 
ventilated bathrooms and kitchens 
and will not only keep ‘the air 
fresh but also cool in summer— 
or winter, You can get deodorants 
in bottles that will take care of 
any number of unpleasant smells 
from sauerkraut to fresh paint. 


But before you start removing 
an edor, it’s a good idea to find 
out what is causing it.

After a vacuum bottle has held 
food, first rinse with lukewarm 
water, then fill with clean warm 


soapy water and shake up or soak 
for an hour or so, advises the De- 
partment of Agriculture.

Elaborate anti-suicide precau- 
tions are in force, Cells are turned 
inside out thrice daily, Prisoners 
are given a daily physical exami- 
nation and warders check each 
cell every 15 minutes during the 
night. They are permitted no 
suspenders or shoelaces, weak 
string being substituted for both 
items. 

Each prisoner is permitted one 
visitor every two calendar months 
for 15 minutes. They may write 
and receive not more than one let- 
ter every four weeks. Letters 
must consist of not more than one 
official sheet of note paper of four 
pages. 

Four pairs of eyes scan each 
letter and four pairs of ears eaves- 
drop on each conversation. 

So far just one visitor has 
trudged up the silent gravel road 
to the rambling red brick prison 
structure and rung the bell to one 
side of the massive oak gates. This 
was Neurath’s sister. 

The wives of both Funk and 
Von Schirach have just been 
cleared by denazification court, 
however, and are expected as soon 
as they can arrange the difficult 
trip from the western zones. 

Regulations specity the Nazis

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58 the best of salads have in- 
creased appeal when they are 
served with a good accompani- 
ment. The most popular acoom- 
paniment is some form of bread. 
Cheese sticks made from left-over 
pastry, tiny cheese biscuits, hard 
rolls, French bread, melba toast, 
toasted bread sticks, garlic bread 
thinly sliced refrigerator. rye and 
all types of crackers are especial- 
ly popular with a vegetable salad. 
Any of these except the garlic 
bread is also appropriate for a 
fruit salad. Cheese balls or puffs 
are excellent with fruit salads, 
and so are hot toasted miniature 
sandwtthes. These sandwiches are 
made by spreading cream’ cheese 
on wafer-thin slices of small 
bread or rolls, 
then with tart jelly before putting 
slices together for toasting. All 
types of bread accompaniments 
except the cheese sticks and, the 
hard rolls are best served hot. 
Here are three recipes you'll want 
to file after you have used them. 
Cheese Balls. 

One cup grated cheese, two tea- 
spoons flour, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, few grains cayenne, three 
egg whites, cracker crumbs, deep 
fat for frying. 

Turn first four ingredients into 
a mixing bowl and toss lightly 
but thoroughly with a fork. Beat 
eggs until stiff and fold cheese 
mixture in thoroughly. Shape into 
balls the size of walnuts. Roll 
balls in cracker crumbs, crushed 
fine. Fry in deep fat heated to 
350 degrees Fahrenheit. until 
golden brown. Drain on paper 
toweling. Keep hot or reheat in a 
warm oven until serving time. 
Enough for eight servings. 

Poppy Seed Cheese Sticks. 

Six slices white bread (day old); 
six tablespoons snappy cheese; 
two tablespoons poppy seed. 

Remove crusts from bread. 
Spread with cheese (about one ta- 
blespoon per slice). Sprinkle with 
poppy seed. Cut each slice into 
three or four strips. Place on 
greased cookie sheet one inch 
apart and bake in 450 F. oven 
till. cheese bubbles and bread

HEN we docked at South- 

hampton the other day, the 

mayor of Southampton, with 
his gold mace carried before him, 
came aboard ship to greet us. It 
is certainly impressive to be a 
mayor in this country, where you 
wear robes and a beautiful chain 
as insignia of your office. The 
mayor and his wife were such 
kind, warm people that we really 
enjoyed our few minutes to- 
gether, even when photographers 
kept demanding that we smile or 
shake hands or make conversa- 
tion.
